The Allies and Germany. 


Mr. Lloyd George has already left Paris, 
and President Wilson and Signor Orlando, 
the Italian Premier, will leave this week. 
The Prime Minister hopes to return in a 
fortnight or three weeks, but Mr. Wilson 
will not be able to return until the second 
week in March. Their departure and that 
of Signor Orlando for the purpose of deal- 
ing with urgent domestic affairs in their 
respective countries involves, therefore, a , 
considerable interruption in tile work of 
the Paris Conference. It must not be} 
assumed, of course, that nothing can, or 
will, be done in their absence. On the 
contrary, various groups of difficult 
problems have been referred to committees 
of competent experts, and these will con- 
tinue their investigations and will be in a 
position to present their conclusions for 
the decision of the Conference as soon as it 
reassembles. In this way many of the 
main questions have been left in a condi- 
tion to be dealt with expeditiously by the 
various Commissions appointed for the pur- 
pose. The Council of Ten, moreover, has 
already reached several important provi- 
sional decisions with regard to the terri- 
torial resettlement of Europe and the dis- 
posal of the German Celonies and of the 
occupied Turkish territories. It is under- 
stood that tho great questions affecting 
more especially Great Britain, France, and 
Italy have been considered and advanced 
to a stage where informal agreement 
has been reached on outstanding points. 
Finally, the Commission on the League of 
Nations has made such rapid progress that 
it is expected that a completed draft will 
be submitted for approval to a plenary 
sitting of the Conference before President 
Wilson leaves France this week. In that 
case he will be in a position to lay the 
scheme before Congress during his visit to 
the United States. 

The Conference, therefore has accom- 
plished a great deal of solid work, and has 
laid everything in train for the smooth 
and speedy completion of still more. One 
vital question, however, is, so far as the 
public are informed, little, if any, further 
advanced than it was when the Conference 
assembled—namely, the terms of the actual 
settlement with Germany. They cannot 
now be determined until the Conference 
reassembles some weeks hence. There 
were, doubtless, good reasons for deferring 
consideration of them until the general 
lines of the treaty of peace had been de- 
termined ; but it is unquestionable that 
the delay has encouraged Germany to hope 
that she will be able to dispute the im- 
position upon her of the terms upon which 
the Allies may ultimately decide. The 
theory of the Allies has always been that 
they shall frame conditions which Ger- 
many will have to accept, not to negotiate 
or discuss, except as regards detail. Ger- 
many, however, is clearly playing for a 
condition in which she will be able to send 
Ker delegates to the Peace Conference with 
the possibility of discussing, or even dis- 
puting, the terms imposed. The critical 
time will come when it will have to be 
seen whether Germany agrees to make re- 
paration, whether she will admit the 
justice of the French claim to Alsace- 
Lorraine, whether she will sign a treaty 
agreeing to the loss of her Colonies, and 
whether she will signify her assent to the 
integral reconstitution of Poland. It is 
clear that, unless the Allies show now, in 
view of German pretensions, that when 
they have come to their decisions they not 
only intend, but are able, to enforce them, 
the whole Paris Conference will have sat 
in vain. The decisions of the Allied 
Governments must be still further de- 
ferred, but they can immediately take 
steps to eusure that their decisions, when 
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reached, will be made effective. The en- 
foreement against Germany of the terms of 
peace is contingent upon adequate guaran- 
tees being exacted under the terms of 
armistice. 

The armistice sonvention is due for re- 
newal a week hence, and the Supreme War 
Council is at present considering upon 
what terms it shall be renewed. Marshal 
Foch has presented a somewhat disquieting 
statement on the situation, and has pressed 
for additional safeguards. In the original 
armistice convention, and at its subsequent 
renewals, a balance had to be struck be- 
tween maintaining the military security of 
the Allies and the political stability of 
Germany. Germany was not required 
completely to demobilise her forces owing 
to the menace to public order which would 
arise from the disbandment of large 
numbers of men before industry had been 


|set going to absorb them. Since the 


original armistice convention was signed, 
moreover, the aggréssion of the Bolsheviks 
in the neighbourhood of her eastern fron- 
tier has made it necessary to permit her to 
retain adequate defensive strength against 
them. There is every reason to believe, 
however, that Germany has taken advan- 
tage of the Allies’ concessions in these 
directions to depress the balance of mili- 
tary security against them. Allied de- 
mobilisation has been proceeding relatively 
faster than German demobilisation, and 
the only alternative to a slackening of the 
rate of Allied demobilisation is to exact 
additional safeguards from Germany. 
Marshal Foch estimates that, under the 
present demobilisation scheme, the Germans 
would be capable of putting 3,000,000 
men in the field in two months’ time, 
whereas the Allies could put only 1,860,000 
men against them, The new armisticeterms 
which are. suggested include the handing 
over of the whole of the German artillery, 
Allied supervision of the production of war 
material, and the reduction of the German 
Army to 25 divisions, with machine-gun 
units for internal police purposes. The 
occupation of the Polish frontier by Polish 
and Allied troops would effectively safe- 
guard Germany against the Russian Bol- 
sheviks, if she is ready to recognise the 
reconstitution of the Polish State. Imme- 
diate demobilisation of the German Army 
is the Allies’ only absolute security for 
the subsequent enforcement’ of their terms 
of peace, 


Ireland and Her Soldiers. 


Last week the Prince of Wales spent 
two days with the 16th (Irish) Division, 
one of whose most famous regiments 
carries his own crest and motto. The 
Prince presented new Colours to battalions 
of the Division, and his speech showed 


that he was familiar with its glorious 


history. From 1916 until the very moment 
of the armistice the 16th Division fought 
in the forefront of the fray. It made 
Guillemont and Guinchy unforgettable 
names for all future generations of Irish- 
men. I¢ showed that blood is thicker than 
politics when it stormed the Ridge of 
Messines side by side with the men of the 
36th (Ulster) Division. Its battalions 
formed a part of the hammer-head that 
smashed the Hindenburg Line and brought 
about the final defeat of the German 
Armies. At this time, more perhaps 
than at any other, Ireland needs to be 


reminded of her debt to her soldiers. | 
When they were fighting they did not : 


allow themselves to be forgotten. When 
the war becomes history the deeds of our 
Irish soldiers will be enshrined in it, and 
will become one of the proudest memories 
‘of the Irish race in every part of the 
world. To-day we are just far enough 
from the fighting of the last four years to 
be the victims of its reaction, and not far 
enough to. be able to appreciate its epic 
qualities. We are tired of the war, and 
therefore apt to think carelessly about 
the men who won it. This reason, 
combined with the current frenzies of 
Irish politics, helps, perhaps, to explain 
the present inability of so many of 
our people to realise what these men 
have done for Ireland. It is, we think, 
pure ignorance and lack of imagination, 
rather than genuine ingratitude, which 
induce so many Sinn Feiners to regard 
the Irish soldiers of the great war as 
pariahs. That ignoble mood, we may be 
sure, will pass, and the Sinn Feiners of 
the next generation—if there are any Sinn 
Feiners then—will be heartily ashamed of 
it. The serious matter is that our soldiers 
cannot afford to wait for the rewards of 
posterity. They will be returning to: 
a country which is still largely in the 
mood of ingratitude. We should like 
to be certain chat arrangements are 
being made in good time to help the 
thousands of soldiers who will be soon 
coming home to find work and a welcome 
in the land which they have saved from 
rapine and ruin. The fact that so many 
of their countrymen still acknowledge no 
obligation to them puts additional re- 
sponsibility on those who reckon their 
service at its true worth. The Lord Lieu- 
tenant has appointed a Demobilisation 
Committee; but, so far as the public 
knows, its plans are still unformed. We 
have not been told that the bill which is 
to find land for soldiers will be made a 
matter of urgency in the present session 
of Parliament. The Irish Government's 
proposals for reconstruction are still in 
the air; and we have expected in vain 
an official assurance that discharged 
soldiers will have the right to ¢laizh a con- 
siderable proportion of the employment 
which these schemes will afford. The Irish 
Government ought to publish without 
further delay a memorandum of the various 
measures which it contemplates in the 
interest of our returning soldiers—if only 
in order to relieve the. present anxieties 
of these brave men concerning their pros- 
pects under the peace which they have 
helped to win. We advise all discharged 
Irish soldiers—officers and men—to form 
an active association for the promotion of 
their so cogent claims. The unity which 
was their strength in Flanders should help 
them to secure justice at home. 
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Girl Smokers. 


We learn, with sincere regret, from the 
London Correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian that trouble has arisen in the 
Young Women’s Christian Association. 
During the war this body has. done work 
of immense value among girls at home and 
abroad. In tens of thousands these girls— 


‘clerks, munition workers, W.A.A.C.’s, 


“Wrens,” “Penguins,” and the rest— 
have entered their country’s service. They 
have been scattered through the Kingdom, 
far from parental restraint, and every- 
where the Y.W.C.A.’s canteens and hostels 
have furnished them with a “home from 
home.” The organisation has established 
the principle that a girl’s leisure is just 
as important as a young man’s, and its 
future as a social and moral agency is 
full of promise. At this moment comes 
the trouble. The Association is sharply 
divided on the question whether young 
women shall, or shall not, be permitted 
to smoke in its canteens and clubs. As a 


general rule the habit has been tolerated— | Dublin 
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|} though never encouraged. Some branches, 
however, have set their faces strongly 
against it, and we are told that a certain 
number have left the English organisation 
and have joined the Irish Y.W.C.A., which 
forbids smoking in its huts and hostels.

BUILDING ON PRESIDENT 
WILSON’S FOUNDATION. 


Tho Press Association's New York Correspon- 
dent writes -—M. Clemenceau, interviewed by a 
Correspondent of the Associated Press in Paris, 
said:—If it is said that the war is won, it 
would, perhaps, be more accurate to say that 
there is a lull in the storm. At the very least, 
it is necessary to provide for all eventualities. 
Recent discoveries have enabled us to pierce the 
enemy's designs to a greater extent than 
hitherto. They were not merely a dream of 
military domination on the part of Prussia, but 
a definite conspiracy, expressly sa at the 
extermination of France industrially. France is 
extremely difficult to reconstitute, whereas Ger- 
many has kept her factories intact and ready 
to start working efficiently forthwith. Indeed, 
industrially and commercially, as between 
France and Prussia, the victory is the latter's. 
Financially, and by reason of the blockade, the 
war debt of Germany is almost entirely 
domestic, and can easily be repudiated, while 
that of France must be paid. The wealth of 
France invested ubroad before the war may be 
estimated at from fifty to sixty milliards of 
frances. The best we can hope for is that about 
two-thirds of the payment may be regarded as 
deferred.

NO REAL DIFFERENCES. 
Telegraphing from Paris on Sunday, the 
Press Association's Special Correspondent says— 
Except for a meeting of the Committee on the 
Leacue of Nations, there was no meeting of 
Í the Peace Conference to-day. 

It is known that at the two meetings on

| were ever to intend such, impossible. Eventu- 
| ally the Allies*agreed to make a protest to the 


| German failure to carry out certain of the 
| armistice terms, and to demand that the Ger- 
| man Government should make a declaration of 
the war material now in hand in Germany, and 
also of the war material in process of manu- 
facture in gun factories. It is probable that the 
Supreme Inter-Allied War Council will not hesi- 
tate, for greater security, to exact the surrender 
of the greater part of the war material still 
available, besides guns, machine-guns, and aero- 
planes. The Council will also deal with the 
occupation of the Polish frontier by Allied 
troops, the maintenance of the blockade of Ger- 
many, and the financial clauses. The armistice 
will automatically come to an end if the re- 
newal is not signed on February 18th. 

The present sitting of the Armistice Commis- 
sion may simply extended for a few days 
pending the adoption of the text. 

Writing on Monday, the Correspondent 
says :—In connection with the question of the 
armistice, the discussion of which will be con- 
tinued this afternoon, it would be wise not to 
pay too much attention to reports of differ- 
ences, which are only differences of method, 
and not of aim, so far as they exist at all. It 
is specially to be noticed that there is no 
particular connection between the establishment 
of an Economic Council and the monetary ques- 
tion of the renewing of the armistice. I be- 
lieve it to be thé case that the resolutions, 
published in Saturday's communiqué, were 
adopted unanimously, and without discussion. 
Everyone is agreed that the demobilisation of 
Europe is one, of the most important objecta of 
the Poses Conference, and that from .every 
point of view the process must begin in 
Germany. The sooner the reduction in Ger- 
many military strength is carried to the point 
at which it can be allowed to rest under peace 
conditions, the better.

PROPOSED REDUCTION -OF 
GERMAN ARMY. 


The Press Association's Special Correspondent, 
telegraphing from Paris on February 10th, 
says:—As far as French opinion is concerned, 
at any rate, the vital question for the Allies 
at present moment is not the 
Nafions, but the terms on which the Armistice 
Convention is to be renewed. The French Press 
openly points to the danger of a rapid demobili- 
sation of the Allied armies, while the Germans 
still have millions of men under arms. The 
British standpoint is, that the main object of 
both the renewed armistice and of the coming 
treaty of peace must be to deliver Europe from 
militarism, the first step towards which is the 
abolition of conscription. Naturally, it is in 
Germany—in the ‘country which begot and 
nourished the militarist idea—that a beginning 
must be made. The question is, whether we 
should continue to renew the armistice from 
month to month, as we have been doing, or if 
we could hasten our own demobilisation by in- 
troducing into the armistice terms, now or next 
month, a provision which would immediately 
reduce the German. Army to its future peace 
footing. The numbers of the German standing 
Army after the war will be a condition of the 
Treaty of Peace. It is suggested, in effect, 
that the German Army should be compulsorily 
reduced to its future peace footing now, with 
the object of enabling the Allies to proceed 
rapidly with their own demobilisation. This 
could be done by limiting the number of men 
that Germany now keeps under arms to a 
certain fixed strength, which would, of course, 
imply a. similar limitation in the quantity of 
munitions, and other war material 
corresponding to the reduced size of the Army. 
Another method would be to demand from the 
Germans the surrender of the whole of their 
armament and material, and thus put it out of 
their power to renew hostilities. The British 
Government inclines in favour of a combination 
of the two methods—a reduction of the German 
Army to a definite strength, and the destruc- 
tion or surrender of all war material, in excess 
of the quantity required by an army of the 
strength agreed upon. The Americans rather 
favour leaving the Germans to dispose of their 
man-power for the present as they will, while 
insisting on the surrender of such a proportion 
of their war material as our military advisers 
think necessary. This, of course, could not be 
done without previous inquiry on the spot into 
the stocks of war material in Germany by 
Allied military Commissions. 
AMERICAN AND ALLIES’ VIEWS. 
Generally, the American view is that the 
Allies are bound by the original armistice 
terms, and that the basis of the Convention 
should not now be widened by the inclusion 
ef new demande. Both the French and the 
British official view is that there is no actual 
danger of a renewal of hostilities by the 
Germans. The latter have, doubtless, three 
millions of men in uniform, but men in uniform 
do not make an army. The question is, what 
is their state of fitness and discipline. The 
German Army consists of men who are still in 
uniform because they cannot get civilian 
clothing, and who live in barracks because 
there they get shelter and food of a sort which 
they would not be able to get outside. Most of 
the regiments repudiate the authority of their 
officers, and are ruled by Soldiers’ Coyncils. 
Such an army, it is argued, could not attack 
armies under the command of Marshal 
which now hold both banks of the 
To this point of view is opposed 
another, very generally held by the French 
Press, which declines to believe that Germany 
is reduced to helplessness. M. Marcel Hutin 
writes this morning. that if we do not obtain 
an immediate reduction of the German Army 
to twenty divisions, and do not take military 
possession of the Ruhr coalfields, the Allies, 
and in the first place France, will continue to 
be a carne to the menace of the gravest 
possibilities. “St. Brice,” in the Journal 
says—The tone of the speeches in the National 
Assembly at Weimar has done nothing to 
diminish the distrust with which. the French 
regard their neighbours beyond the Rhine. 
Hence the demand for measures which will 
make a resumption of hostilities by the enemy, 
or a refusal on their part to t the terms 
of peace which the Allies will offer them 
impossible. .

In conclusion, M. Clemenceau said—All our 
lans are based on the splendid foundation laid 
xy President Wilson. In full accord with the 
principles he has formulated, we strive for a 
nobler and saner ideal in the conduct of. the 
world’s affairs, and, animated by no mercenary 
aspirations, we co-operate with all our heart in 
the effort to secure a better world, in which 
simple justice will exist for all humanity. 


COUNT RANTZAU ON 
RECONCILIATION,

POSITION OF ALSACE-LORRAINE, 


The Matin, says the Press Association Paris 
Correspondent, publishes the report of a conver- 
sation which a French officer has had with 
Count Brockdorff Ranizau, German Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs. 

The German statesman said that he believed 
én the possibility of a reconciliation between 
France and Germany. It was with this idea 
that he took office, but he demanded that Ger- 
many should not be treated as a pariah. 
Militarism and the Empire have been over- 
thrown, he said, and yet reproaches are stil 
heaped upon the German people. The latest 
speeches of M. Poincaré and M. Clemenceau 
aim at the annihilation of a courageous and 
sincere nation. They want. to bring us to our 
knees. I shall not implore America to send us 
provisions. If they want us to perish, we shall 
perish with dignity. 

The French officer reminded the Minister 
of the sufferings which France had to bear 
s> unjustly during the war. 

Count Brockdorff Rantzau replied that, in 
his view, the desire for revenge in France and 
th» policy of Russia were among the causes of 
the war. k 

The French officer recalled Frances pacific 
policy ag opposed to the Agadir incident, the 
Kaiser's speeches, and other provocatory acts by 
Germany. 

Count Rantzau replied that he did not wish 
to defend the Governments which had preceded 
him, but he maintained that France meant to 
re-take Alsace-Lorraine. 

The French officer asked the Minister if he 
did not think the annexation of Alsace-Lorraine 
in 1871 a great mistake. 

Count Brockdorff Rantzau replied that Alsace 
and Lorraine were German. He added that, in 
spite of past and present demonstrations by the 
population, the result of a plebiscite would be 
interesting. The plebiacite, he said, should in- 
clude immigrants, as Germany ought not to 
deprived of the work of 50 years. Justice, he 
went on, should embrace in its purview the past 
as well as the future. 

As regards the subject of responsibility, the 
Minister was in favour of the idea of the 
archives of the whole world being opened by a 
neutral Commission. The question of peace in 
the near future, he said, will depend on the 
conditions imposed on Germany. e majority 
of the people in Germany nurture no spirit of 
revenge, and it would be regrettable if France 
were to persist in her policy, for if she inspires 
Germany with determination to obtain revenge, 
Germany will not give it up. The Minister com- 
plained that, instead of working to consign the 
past. to oblivion, attempts were being made to 
build up a wall between the two peoples. - 

The nch officer pointed out that the Ger- 
man people still continued to maintain that the 
violation of Belgian neutrality was a necessity. 
On Count Brockdorff Rantzau’s expressing 
doubt that this thesis was still maintained, 
the French officer asked the officer who was 
acting as interpreter to hear him out. A 
silence followed, and the interview came to an 
end.

The Secretary of the War Office announces 
that cases have been brought to the notice of 
officers and soldiers who came from abroad 
to serve in the war having been demobilised 
without claiming the free return passage to. 
which they are entitled under certain condi- 
tions. Any officer or soldier, other than mem- 
bers of the Dominion and Colonial forces, dig, 
charged within the last six months who came 
from a British possession or foreign country 
subsequent to January Ist, 1914, and joined or 
enlisted in the British Army, should, if he has 
not already done so, write to the Officer in 
Charge, cf Repatriation Records, Winchester, 
asking For Army Form 7” 7 to be forwarded to 
him. When received, this form must be com. 
pleted and returned with the least possible 
delay to the same address. This form is a 
claim for passage only, and calls for proof of 
claim to free passage, which proof is investi. 
gated, and until this has done no answer 
need be expected. The claim refers to trans.

Professor A. Henry also read 
History of the London Plane, with 
genus Platanus, by himeeif and ie M. G. Flood. 
The paper dealt, with the history of the London 
plane (Platanus acerifolia), which is much used for 
planting streets, no other tree approaching it in 
resistance to drought, smoke, and other evil condi- 
tions of the soil and atmosphere in towns. Evidence 
was brought forward that it probably originated at 
Oxford some time before 1670 as a chance hybrid 
ecediing, the parents being the oriental and the 
occidental planes. This date agrees with the re- 
corded age of the largest London plane in existence, 
a magnificent tree at Ely, meastring 110 feet in 
‘height and 23 feet in girth. The seeds of the Lon.
